2 This is a large-flowering salmon pink glad, tall and strong, with excellent cut- 
ting qualities. Its color is a shade deeper than Picardy and leans more toward the 
pink end of the salmon range. When the bottom florets open, most of the buds show 
color, the larger ones having a prominent flare at the tip which greatly increases the 
decorative value of the spike. 

Foliage is especially thrip-resistant. Blooming period is same as for Picardy. 

Because of its value to us as a cut flower, we did not introduce this until we 
had more stock than we could use for that purpose. This, and the fact that MAMIE 
propagates with ease, persuaded us to make the introductory price such that anyone 


could give it a trial.

Color is a deep salmon-pink with deeper 
throat and petal margins. Those who do not quibble 
over colors consider it as a shade of red. Its 6” florets 
are carried high on a tall strong stem. Blooms in 80 
days. Bulblets sometimes germinate slowly. 

At the shows—In addition to being a consistent 
winner in its color class, JOURNEY’s END has to its 
credit: Champion seedling at Havre de Grace, Md., 
1941; American Home Achievement Medal at Wheel- 
ing, W. Va., 1942; Champion basket at Binghamton, 
N. Y., 1946. 

While stock of this variety has limited its use 
as a cut-flower to local florists, it brings a premium 


price at all seasons.
